Guilt under this head is an 
indictable offense; the Criminal Code

However, let’s suppose that you and your distant 
compatriot agree on a governmental program. The 
sasis of all present proposals for creating general 
prosperity after the war seems to be the continuance 
f Government spending. In this wartime, Govern 
ments in Britain, the United States and Canada have 
done what they failed to do in the pre-war depression 
years; they have brought about prosperity by thei 
huge spendings of public funds Presumably, then, 
the reason that Mr. Roosevelt's New Deal failed was 

he didn’t spend enough (though you remembe} 

that he did pretty well in that respect), and all that 

necessary is that post-war governments have more 
courage (and cash) 

But isn’t this spending notion also based on a false 
premise? The truth, surely, is that Roosevelt’s depres 
sion-period spending failed to work because the indus 
try and trade of the nation did not believe that the 
Roosevelt policies were sound and doubted their abil 
ity to expand their operations safely and prefitably, 
so that the only increase in employment was that 
provided directly and temporarily by the Govern 
ment’ pending In other words, the Government's

bag is not really bottomless. It cannot be, if only 
this reason: that every dollar bill represents a cl 
on production of goods, and if you increase the ni 
ber of claims without proportionately increasing 
volume of goods produced, you obviously are g 
to reduce the value of the individual claim.
